Canada  has  always  depended  on 
the  United  States  as  a progressive 
and  bountiful  source  of  supply  for 
machine  tools  Since  the  war  began 
to  threaten,  the  fine  British  tools 
always  popular,  have  arrived  also 
in  great  quantities  Canada’s  Im- 
ports of  machine  tools  «not  metal 
working  machinery  as  a whole  • 
ran 


would  not  be  ready  to  use  the 
machines  for  twelve  months,  and 
experience  In  most  instances  found 
the  machines  ready  as  soon  as  they 
were  needed. 

Delivery  promises  on  machine 
tools  have  been  more  faithfully  met 
than  one  would  credit.  Though 
Canada  depended  chiefly  on  the 
United  States  for  tools,  and  on 
Britain  to  a leaser  degree,  the  Cana- 
dian output  being  relatively  small. 
Canada  fared  very  well  Indeed,  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  British  builders 
had  expanded  early  when  trouble 
threatened,  and  American  demands 
had  not  yet  reached  peak  propor- 
tions for  the  United  Slates  product. 

Both  American  and  , Canadian 
builders  rationalized  their  methods 
to  make  possible  a rapid  expansion 
by  subdividing  lo  their  simplest 
terms  the  complicated  operations 
necessary.  Thus,  the  highest  skills 
could  be  “diluted”;  many  Jobs  or- 
dinarily carried  through  from  the 
roughest  stage*  to  the  finest  hand- 
finish  by  one  man,  were  revised  so 
that  earlier  operations  are  carried 
out  by  “operators  —men  carefully 
selected  during  tecnnwal  school 
training,  and  taught  to  do  one 
simple  Job  aril  and  quw-kly.  Pour 
or  five  of  these  men  can  thus  do 
their  particular  parts  arid  turn  over 
to  a single  expert  the  finishing 
operation 

WHAT  IS  A MACHINE  TOOL? 

What  Is  ti  machine  tool? 

So  many  phases  of  life  now  touch 
on  the  use  of  machines  that  a little 
definition  U In  order.  Machines  are 
used  not  only  for  turning  or  plan- 
ing bras*  or  steel,  but  for  working 
on  wood,  mixing  dough  or  paint, 
chipping  stone,  making  paper  or 
adding  figures,  so  that  we  recognize 
many  divisions  of  the  industry  For 
example,  wood  working  paper  mak- 
ing paint  mixing,  and  business 
machines  are  obviously  separate 
from  the  great  family  of  metal- 
working machines  whlrh  shear 
stamp  or  cut  metals  to  shape  The 
National  Machine  Tool  Builders 
Association,  central  organization  of 
the  trade  In  the  United  State*, 
carefully  defines  the  “machine  tool  * 
as 

“Power  driven,  complete  metal- 
working machine*  not  portable  by 
hand,  having  one  or  more  <ool  and 
work-holding  devices,  used  for  pro- 
gressively removing  metal  in  the 
form  of  chip*  ’ 

But  all  machinery  making  imple- 
ment* of  war  does  not  fall  Into  tills 
class.  The  hand  riveters  used  to 
drive  rivet*  in  airplanes,  the  chip- 
ping hammers  which  dress  steel 
sheets  In  shipbuilding,  the  air 
grlndera  used  to  rlcan  castings,  the 
hammer  and  chisel  of  the  bench, 
the  steam  hammer  and  the  welding

| HE  trend  of  economic  activity  htu  continued  strongly  upward  as  war 
1 production  ha*  gathered  momrmura  The  usual  Winter  recession  has 
b<**-n  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  Employment,  for  example,  which  In  past 
years  had  shown  an  average  decline  of  9*  from  the  October  peak  to  the 
beginning  of  February,  on  this  occasion  showed  only  the  trifling  decline 
of  one-quarter  of  1%  Manufacturing  employment  was  actually  higher 


This  further  expansion  was  mainly  in  war  industry,  and  Us  demands 
for  labor  and  materials  have  resulted  tn  growing'  pressure  upon  other 
sectors  of  the  business  structure.  Shortages  of  labor  have  become 
steadily  more  acute,  affecting  a wide  range  of  civilian  Industries  and 
services,  handicapping  agriculture,  fishing  and  gold  mining,  and  restricting 
the  Winter  cut  of  timber.  Shortages  of  materials  and  fuels  and  the  con- 
sequent multiplication  of  controls  and  prohibitions  have  had  an  In- 
creasingly restrictive  Influence  on  civilian  production,  most  of  all  In 
metal  and  rubber-using  industries,  but  also  In  a variety  of  other  lines.

It  Is 
true,  have  recently  decreased  sharply  for  quite  obvious  reasons  But  the 
general  Indexes  of  the  value  of  retail  sale*  have  continued  to  rise  and 
show  considerable  evidence  of  a wave  of  buying  in  anticipation  of  real 
and  apprehended  shortages  During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  retail 
sale*  in  urban  centre*  averaged  22  * higher  than  a year  earlier,  whereas 
In  1941  the  average  Increase  over  the  previous  year  was  15*4%.  Rural 
irade  was  also  up  considerably:  the  gain  over  a year  ago  was  16%  In 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year  while  the  advance  In  1941  was  only  9%

Increases  have  been  particularly  sharp  in  the  sales  of  men  § clothing, 
boot  and  shoe  and  candy  store*,  and  have  been  above  average  for  women  s 
clothing,  hardware  and  variety  stores.  Clothing  sales,  particularly  of 
mens  wear,  have  been  swelled  by  Impending  restrictions  on  styles  and 
fears  of  shortages  of  material*  As  might  have  been  expected,  the 
smallest  gains  «of  around  5%i  occurred  in  the  sales  of  furniture  and 
radio  and  electrical  stores  Wholesale  trade  has  also  Increased  substan- 
tially as  retailers  have  attempted  to  maintain  their  stocks  A good  many 
lines,  however,  are  becoming  difficult  to  replace,  and  some  cannot  be 
replaced  at  all.  Indeed,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  Canadians  have  been 
“living  on  inventories"  in  many  lines,  and  that  the  recent  high  level  of 
sale*  cannot  be  long  continued.

The  outstanding  development  in  British  Columbia  in  recent  month* 
ha*  been  the  marked  expansion  In  shipbuilding.  Employment  ut  the  iron 
and  steel  trades,  in  which  shipbuilding  is  the  major  component,  has  been 
increasing  rapidly,  and  on  February  1st  was  some  two  and  one-quarter 
times  as  great  as  a year  earlier.  This  development  is  the  leading  factor 
behind  the  gain  in  employment  for  the  Province  as  a whole,  and  account# 
for  the  particularly  sharp  increase  In  the  city  of  Vancouver.  On  February 
1st  employment  In  the  Province  was  19%  higher  than  a year  earlier,  and 
In  Vancouver  It  was  up  12%  It  will  be  noted.  Indeed,  that  most  of

Shortage*  and  priorities  will  not  affect  the  packing  methods  of 
frozen  fruits  and  vegetables.  These  method*,  after  considerable 
experimentation  have  heen  found  to  he  the  most  satisfactory  for 
this  type  of  food. 


Consequently  coal  output  has  been 
enlarged— In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  tt  was  90%  greater  than  In  the 
aame  period  a year  earlier. 


In  the  two  preliminary  Industrie*  at  agriculture  and  fishing,  the 
outlook  appears  reasonably  good,  apart  from  the  probability  that  the 
shortage  of  labor  will  steadily  become  mors  acuta  Excem  supplies  of 
apples  hsve  been  liquidated  and  stocks  are  relatively  low.  In  regard  V> 
fish,  an  important  development  was  the  great  increase  in  the  herring 
catch,  the  season  for  which  closed  early  in  March.  Some  1,560.000  cases 
of  canned  herring  were  produced  as  against  640,000  eases  the  previous 
year,  and  the  output  of  oil  and  meal  was  also  much  larger  than  a year 
ago.  The  entire  pack  of  canned  herring  was  shipped  to  Great  Britain, 
and  It  la  now  reported  that  Britain  will  take  the  full  herring  pack,  as

The  change  in  our  economy  from 
a peace  economy  to  a war  economy 
ha * also  changed  the  nature  ot  the 
problem*  of  labor.  None  of  us  can 
yet  have  forgotten  the  nerve-rack- 
ing problem*  of  the  year*  1931- 
17  when  there  wu  a huge  surplus 
of  labor,  when  employer*  had  great 
difficulty  In  disposing  at  a profit  of 
the  goods  that  were  produced,  when 
men  were  willing  to  lake  any  kind 
o i a job  at  almost  any  price.

In  those  day*  the  Provincial  La- 
bor Department  set  about  the  task

IP  you  want  your  breath  taken  away  by  a few  startling 
statistics  about  Canada’s  shipbuilding  programme,  here  are 
some  of  the  requirements  for  the  154  cargo  boats  now  on 
order.  If  all  of  their  anchor  chains  could  be  strung  out  end  to 
end  they  would  stretch  forty-one  miles.  The  total  weight  of 
these  anchor  chaina  would  be  almost  15,500  tons.  Is  not  the 
amount  of  steel  required  for  anchor  chains  alone  quite  fantastic? 
Besides  these,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  thirty-six  miles  of 
fiva-inch  wire  rope  for  the  cargo  boats.  They  will  need  1.683 
winches,  1,530  derricks.  4,590  blocks  for  the  derricks.  Each 
vessel  will  have  its  complement  of  life-saving  craft;  that  will 
mean  153  motor  boats,  1,059  life  boats,  612  life  rafts.  In  addition 
Canada  has  aoma  300  other  steel  naval  craft  on  order,  besides 
the  cargo  boats  scheduled  for  production  in  1942;  and  925  patrol 
boats  and  smaller  craft,  mostly  of  wooden  construction,  are  also 
on  shipways  or  in  blue-prints.

Some  of  these 
men  were  originally  shipbuilders  by 
trade  and  glad  to  return  to  their 
original  calling,  more  have  been 
trained  on  the  spot,  but  many  have 
the  blood  of  shipwrights  and  sail- 
ors In  their  veins.

From 
their  Inception  they  have  baen  de- 
signed for  convoy  and  patrol  work 
They  are  fast  enough  for  deadly  at- 
tack upon  enemy  submarines,  and, 
they  have  a cruising  range  which 
permits  them  to  stay  at  sea  for  long 
periods.  Their  armament  Includes1 
defensive  guns  heavy  enough  to  en- 
gage any  submarine  which  dare* 
come  to  the  surface,  and  high-angle 
guns  of  great  firing  Intensity  with 
which  to  ward  off  enemy  planes; 
while  offensively  they  are  equipped 
with  depth  charges,  which  moke* 
them  effective  against  submarines 

Officers  on  corvettes  tell  us  that 
though  the  ships  have  "a  terrific 
roll,"  they  are  "extremely  seaworthy 
and  easy  to  manoeuvre  " The  gen- 
eral report  to  "A  corvette  rides  a 
storm  like  a duck  on  water,  decks, 
although  on  the  aide,  are  practically 
always  awash.  Corvettes  do  not 
break  under  stress  of  wind  and 
weather.’’  These  are  merited  trib- 
ute* to  Canadas  shipyards  and  to 
Canada's  shipbuilders.  Ax  the  cor- 
vette* slide  off  the  ways  and  later 
sail  out  of  the  flitlng-out  basin*,

WHEN  the  storm  broke  on  September  3.  1939,  the  British 
Admiralty  signalled  the  Dominion  of  Canada  "When 
can  convoys  be  started ?'*  Promptly  the  Royal  Cana- 
dian Navy  broke  out  the  signal  "Immediately." 

Six  days  after  Canada  declared 
war  on  the  Reich,  the  flrat  convoy 
of  eighteen  ships  sailed  for  Britain 
and  reached  its  destination  in 
safety.  From  Unit  day  to  this  the 
Royal  Canadian  Navy,  in  co-oper- 
ation with  the  Royal  Navy  has  con- 
voyed more  than  4a, 500 .000  tons  of 
cargo  to  the  British  Liles 
The  navy  has  also  pul  ruled  the 
high  seas  from  Greenland  to  th* 

Caribbean,  has  aided  In  protecting 
shipping  around  the  British  Isle*, 
has  co-operated  with  the  parent 
fleet  In  hunting  down  surface  raid- 
ers, has  aided  In  mlnenwerplng  and 
other  duties,  and  today  I*  driving 
U-boats  from  our  own  coasts  and 
fighting  the  Hun  In  our  home 
waters  Men  and  ship*  have  won 
distinction  in  action  and  proved 
themselves  worthy  of  the  beet  tra- 
ditions of  the  senior  service.

A.sHoclatlon  and  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment.

About  three  years  ago 
tlie  department  restricted  It*  free 
assay  work  to  the  bona  fide  pros- 
pector so  a*  to  enable  him  to  ob- 
tain a greater  amount  of  work  This 
was  done  through  a system  of  r**g* 
ul  rat  ion  and  has  eliminated  a 
great  deal  ol  work  that  ahould  have 
been  going  to  the  customs  assayers, 
and  which  was  unquestionably  de- 
priving the  bona  fide  prospector  to 
a great  extent,  of  the  department  s

Tiie  Provincial  and  Federal  De- 
portments have  been  working  In 
clo.-*  co-operation  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war  to  reduce  and  elim- 
inate duplication  of  effort,  both  in 
field  work  and  in  the  dissemination 
of  information.  8ome  little  time 
ago  the  Federal  Deportment  or 
Mines  and  Resources  published  a 
booklet  on  war  minerals,  and  this 
was  distributed  In  British  Columbia 
by  the  Provincial  Department  first 
to  the  bona  fid*  prospectors  who 
had  registered  for  assay  work,  and 
then  through  the  offices  of  the  min- 
ing recorder*  to  prospectors  and 
others  directly  interested  in  mining. 
Recently  a second  edition  has  been 
published  and  sufficient  quantities 
are  being  made  available  so  that 
paper-bound  copies  of  this  edition 
may  be  distributed  to  those  Inter- 
ested but  not  perhaps  directly  con- 
nected In  the  search  for  and  devel- 
opment of  war  mineral  deposits. 

Tlie  department  has  adopted  a 
flexible  policy  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  and  can.  upon  a moment's 
notice  If  new  and  unforeseen  con- 
ditions arise,  change  It*  programme 
of  "field  work  to  meet  them 
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He  must  be  able  to  read  | 
a map,  and  particularly  a geological 
map.  a*  well  as  be  adept  in  the  use 
of  a gold  pan.  He  must  be  able  to 
take  time  to  systematically  search  I 
every  foot  of  a given  area  for  out- 
crop* and  test  every  side  hill  and 
stream  for  float  and  be  able  to  fol- 
low that  float  Intelligently  to  its 
source  To  do  all  of  this  he  must 
have  some  financial  barking,  and  | 
that  1*  the  crux  of  the  whole  prob- 
lem of  the  prospector  today.  He 
must  have  training  and  he  must  ' 
have  financial  support. 

NEED  FOR  WAR 
Upon  the  outbreak  of  war  little 
interest  could  be  created  in  nor 
mineral  deposits  because  supplies  of 
these  were  coming  through  from 
normal  sources  with  slight  Interrup- 
tion. The  Federal  Government 
stressed  gold  mining  as  a means  of 
creating  foreign  exchange,  and  the 
department  supported  that  lead  by 
lending  all  the  wisislance  it  could  in 
tlie  matter  of  field  work  by  engi- 
neers and  In  assistance  to  road  and 
trail  construction  into  gold  mining 
areas  and  to  gold  mining  properties 
under  development.  The  department 
still  believed  that  war  metal*  event- 
ually would  be  in  demand  and  kept 
part  of  iu  staff  st  work  on  such 
deposits. 

Tlie  situation  has  nos  changed 
and  through  the  loss  to  the  enemy 
of  vast  arras  in  other  parts  of  tlie 
world,  through  shipping  losses  and 
the  necessity  of  convoying  for 
great  distances,  certain  metal*  are 
now  in  such  demand  that  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  we  shall  have 
to  produce  them  lt  respective  of 
price*.  Bo  fur  we  are  attempting  to 
produce  them  at  or  under  a certain 
price,  but  out  investigation*  are  not 
bring  made  with  a view  to  produc- 
ing them  at  that  price  only,  but  to 
what  extent  we  can  produce  them 
nt  any  price  in  the  gravest  emer- 
gency when  we  must  have  certain 
metal*

Gigantic  lathes  and 
powerful  hoists,  operated  by  skilled 
hands,  process  13.000  to  15.000-pound 
chunks  of  metal  without  a tilted 
eyebrow  of  surprise 

HANDSOME  OBJECTS 
The  finished  propeller  shaft  of  a 
corvette  Is  a handsome  object.  It 
has  lines.  The  sheen  of  Its  metallic 
skin  Is  like  the  sheen  of  polished 
silver.  It  compels  the  eye  to  follow 
Its  trim  length  It  weighs  several 
tons  when  the  processing  has  been 
completed.  But  Its  design  gives  no 
indication  of  such  bulk. 

Handling  the  metal  is  a man- 
sized  job  Lathes  capable  of  tgklng 
twenty-four  feet  between  the  cen- 
tres must  be  if-ed.  latlws  that  liave 
a swing  up  to  fifty-four  Inches  Byl 
the  hoist*  that  lift  and  lower  the 
shaft  into  position  for  milling  do 
the  job  without  a murmur.  Getting 
the  monster  exactly  true  in  the 
chucks  takes  the  experience  and 
framing  of  an  expert 
The  first  cut  is  a mere  snick  off 


nearly  all  varieties,  which  fact  made 
it  possible  to  catch  a greater  num- 
ber and  still  leave  sufficient  to  ade- 
quately seed  the  spawnlng-beds  and. 
secondly,  the  salmon  so  caught, 
whenever  necessary,  were  diverted 
by  Government  order  from  other 
sources  of  processing  to  the  can- 
neries. Previous  to  the  war  salmon 
salterles  used  large  quantities  of 
salmon  for  salting  and  export  to  the 
Orient,  also  large  quantities  of  sal- 
mon were  formerly  frozen,  while 
a gam  other  large  quantities  in  nor- 
mal times  were  exported  fresh.  Since 
the  putbreak  of  war  no  salmon 
salterles  have  been  permitted  to  op- 
erate An  embargo  has  been  placed 
on  the  freezing  of  certain  varieties 
at  certain  times  of  the  year  and  also 
the  exportation  of  fresh  salmon  to 
the  United  States  has  been  curtailed 
to  a very  great  extent.

ESSENTIAL  OILS 
Space  does  not  permit  in  an 
article  of  ttils  kind  to  name  in  de- 
tail many  of  ihe  smaller  contribu- 
tions of  the  industry  to  Canada's 
war  effort.

THAT  British  Columbia’s  fishing  industry  is  one  of  the 
major  baaic  industries  of  the  Province  is  well-known  to 
most  British  Columbians.  Nearly  everyone  is  familiar 
with  one  or  more  of  the  products  of  this  industry,  probably  the 
most  familiar  being  canned  salmon  and  it  has  been  in  the  salmon 
canning  branch  of  the  industry  that  the  fisheries  have  made  the 
most  noticeable  contribution  to  Canada  s war  effort.

On  the  big  Diesels,  these 
hefty,  curiously  patterned  objects 
not  only  must  be  ground  and  pol- 
ished to  aU>t>lule  smoothness,  but 
must  be  aligned  in  such  a way  mat 
the  timing  of  thr  cylinder  explo- 
sions bi  perfect. 

The  Initial  difficulty,  naturally.  Is 
lo  prepare  the  mould  with  such  ac- 
curacy that,  the  beorlng  bases  are 
set  at  exactly  the  right  ancles.  Afier 
that.  It  is  up  to  the  men  on  the 
lathe  to  see  that  he  does  not  upset 
thl*  perfection  by  trimming  off  too 
much  In  one  place  or  not  enough  In 
another. 

Imagine  Ihe  problem  the  huge

CAREFUL  INSPECTION 
Every  part  of  the  grenade  baa 
been  subjected  to  careful  inspection ' 
at  every  step  of  manufacture,  but 
there  la  a final  careful  examination  I 
before  the  bomba  are  packed  in 
wooden  cases  for  shipment  to  the 
filling  plants,  where  the  explosive 
and  fuses  will  be  put  in. 

Thousands  of  grenades  are  made 
in  this  factory  every  week,  and  the 
plant  is  geared  to  meet  almost  any 
production  demand. 

The  manager  of  the  plant  takes 
a keen  interest  in  this  phase  of  pro- 
duction. He  was  a grenade  instructor 
in  th#  Canadian  army  in  the  First 
• Great  War 


leases  a spring  which,  in  turn  sets 
off  the  fuse.  This  time  fuse  bums 
while  the  grenade  la  in  flight  and 
ignites  the  explosive  charge  after 
a lapse  of  several  seconds.  The 
steel  ease  is  blown  to  pieces  with 
terrific  force,  with  devastating  re- 
sult* to  all  who  happen  to  be  within 
a radius  of  fifteen  or  twenty  leet. 

HOW  IT  I*  FIRED 

The  rifle  grenade  differs  from  the 
hand  grenade  in  that  R hsa  a 
circular  steel  plate,  known  as  a gas

muxxl«  of  a rifle.  The  butt  end  of

Chief  production  at  present  is  that 
of  rifle  grenades.  These  are  similar  I 
to  the  Mills  bombs  so  familiar  to{ 
those  who  served  In  the  First  Oreat 
War.  but  they  have  an  attachment 
which  make*  it  possible  for  them  to 
be  fired  from  a discharger  on  the 
muscle  of  an  army  rifle.  This 
Increase*  both  the  range  and  ac- 
curacy of  th#  grenade,  a versatile 
and  deadly  weapon  for  close  combat 

The  grenade  Is  egg-shaped,  about 
four  inches  long  and  two  Inches  In 
diameter  The  outer  surface  is  cor- 
rugated. both  to  give  the  thrower 
a better  grip  when  the  grenade  Is 
used  for  hand  throwing,  and  to 
increase  fragmentation  of  the  steel 
rase  when  It  bursts. 

A simple  operation  transforms  a 
ride  grenade  into  a hand  grenade 
in  a matter  of  seconds. 

A spring  lever  is  recessed  In  the 
side  of  the  bomb,  which  is  held  in 
place  by  a cotter  pin  When  the 
bomb  is  thrown  by  hand,  the  soldier 
pulls  out  the  cotter  ptn.  which 
serves  as  a safety  catch  to  prevent 
untimely  explosion  in  handling. 

The  grenade  is  still  safe  so  long 
a^  the  lever  in  the  side  is  depressed 
When  the  grenade  Is  thrown,  re- 
moval of  pressure  on  th*  lever  re- 


as  usual 


upon  Its  mission  of  death.  The  cot- 
ter pin  is  pulled  out  when  the 
grenade  is  placed  in  the  discharger, 
and  the  lever  Is  held  doam  by  the 
walls  of  th*  cylinder  until  the 
grenade  is  on  its  way. 

At  first  glance  the  rifle  grenade 
seems  to  be  a comparatively  simple 
thing  to  make,  but  actually  it  is  a 
carefully  designed  device  requiring 
a high  degree  of  precision  in  manu- 
facture. Borne  of  the  tolerances  in 
machining  are  as  fine  a*  3/lOOth  of 
an  Inch— about  one-tenth  of  the 
thickness  of  a human  hair.  Each 
tiny  component  must  be  cut.  shaped, 
threaded,  and  fitted  with  great  ex- 
actitude 

The  steel  grenade  shells  are  cast 
in  lots  of  eight  in  modem  moulding 
machines  After  the  roughness  of 
the  cast  has  been  smoothed  off  by 
grinding,  and  in  giant  •rumbling'' 
machines  and  the  shot  blast,  the 
egg-shaped  bomb  goes  to  th#  ma- 


He  knows  almost  at  a 
glance  whether  a grenade  is  right  or 
wrong 

"I  had  to  learn  everything  there 
is  to  know  about  them,'’  he  related. 
-I  know  what  it  may  mean  to  the 
boys  Ui  action  if  a grenade  fails  to 
go  off  when  It  should,  or  goes  off 
when  It  shouldn't.”

The  director  of  each  division  has 
been  chosen  because  of  hu  special- 
ized technical  training  in  hla  par- 
ticular field,  and  his  administrative  | 
abllly  Many  of  these  men.  and 
their  work,  are  known  throughout 
the  continent,  and  tn  the  pa*t  have 
often  provided  a guide  for  health 
services  elsewhere.  The  strength  of 
the  ProvtnrMl  Board  of  Health  la 
in  its  highly  technical,  trained, 
young  staff  who  are  both  practical  , 
and  efficient.  This  *Hme'  feature 
unfortunately  in  aartlme  becomes 
a weakness,  because  the  same  young,  | 
keen,  and  well-qualified  specialists 
are  naturally  within  the  age  group 
that  are  required  in  the  armed 
force*.  It  U the  policy  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Board  of  Health  to  meet  the 
public  health  requirements  of  the 
forces,  including  the  provision  of

This  policy  has  ben  adopted  to 
Insure  that  the  preventive  health 
services  shall  be  maintained  at  an 
effective  level  Health  services  must 
be  in  a portion  to  benefit  all  the 
people  in  ^ the  Dominion,  who  are 
assisting  in  Canada  s all -out  war 
effort.  Health  must  be  maintained 
to  insure  the  maximum  human  ef- 
ficiency poKsible  with  our  present - 
dev  knowledge  The  health  of  the 
industrial  worker  must  be  main- 
tained if  he  is  to  produce  the 
material*  of  war  so  urgently  re- 
quired by  our  gallant  armed  forces.

BROADLY  speaking,  industry  in  British  Columbia  is  under- 
going a strenuous  period  of  development  and  expansion. 
Everywhere  there  is  evidence  of  strong  acceleration  and 
a general  feeling  of  optimism  and  confidence.  Naturally,  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Industry  has  experienced  increased 
activity  and.  under  the  direction  of  its  Minister,  the  Honorable 
Herbert  Anscomb,  and  his  Deputy  E.  G.  Rowebottom.  has  had 
its  share  in  the  general  stimulation. 

The  rapidly  changing  phases  of  the  war  situation  intensified 
all  marketing  problems  to  an  unparalleled  degree,  but  despite 
the  fact  British  Columbia  has  been  able  not  only  to  maintain  its 
position  in  the  fields  of  trade  and  industry,  but  to  show  sub- 
stantial gains.

The  bureau  has  acted  as  a central 
source  of  Information  and  as  a 
cen' rallied  point  of  effort  in  many 
similar  and  peculiar  market  prob- 
lems presented  by  the  confused 
channels  of  wartime  distribution. 

This  Is  particularly  true  of  food- 
stuff lines.  For  Instance,  the  logan- 
berry canners  lu*t  the  United  King- 
dom market,  turned  to  the  bureau 
or  assistance  in  flnduig  new  outlet*, 
and  found  them  with  the  bureaus 
help  to  considerable  volume  In 
Eastern  Canada.

Their  partic- 
ular job  is*  to  link  together  the  little  wire  paths  of  speech  — 
thousands  of  them  — that  form  a big  city’s  telephone  network. 
They  can  construct  voice  highways  and  they  can  repair  them — 
but,  unfortunately,  they  can’t  prevent  them  from  being  over- 
crowded with  calls  at  times. 

In  fact,  this  matter  of  overcrowding  the  lines  is  something  that 
telephone  people  can  do  little  about.  It  depends  on  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  public — and  it’s  a very  important  problem  in  these 
days  of  stress. 

Too  many  calls  at  one  time  can  clog  a telephone  system.  It’s  like 
too  many  people  trying  to  get  through  a door  at  once.  If  there 
are  too  many  calls  during  a period  of  special  emergency — such  as 
an  air  raid — it  may  prevent  important  calls  hv  authorities  from 
getting  through.  In  short,  your  safety  may  depend  on  your  not 
using  the  telephone. 

So,  if  anything  unusual  happens  in  these  critical  days,  don’t  tele- 
phone about  it  unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary.

For  Market  Hog 


Women  in  farm  homes  can 
make  their  contribution  towards 
relieving  the  metal 


situation, 
now  serious  as  a result  of  llie 
war,  by  taking  special  care  of 
metal  cooking  utensils  and  other 
articles  of  metal  m the  home 
Everything  from  pot*  and  pans 
to  flyswatters  is  now  in  the 
critical  material  class.  The  wise 
thing  to  do  Is  to  make  every 
article  ol  metal  in  the  home  last 
as  long  as  possible. 

Aluminum  is  in  the  precious 
metal  class.  Any  aluminum  pots 
or  utensils  can  be  made  to  last 
longer  If  they  are  washed  as 
soon  as  possible  after  food  is 
cooked  In  them.  Food  should  not 
be  stored  in  them  They  should 
not  be  cleaned  with  water  In 
which  there  14  soda,  as  11  causes 
aluminum  to  turn  dark  and  pit 

Brass  and  copper  can  be  kept 
clean  and  in  good  condition  by 
washing  with  soap  and  water 
Spots  may  be  removed  If  rubbed 
with  hot  vinegar  and  sail  or 
lemon  rind  and  salt  or  hot  but- 
termilk. 

Metal  polishes  should  never 
be  used  or  any  kind  oJ  cleaning 
powder  on  nickel  or  chromium 
plating  It  can  be  kepi  bright  by 
being  wiped  with  a damp  cloth 
or  with  washing  Ui  soapy  water, 
rinsing  and  drying 

Iron  pota  ahould  be  well  dncd 
after  washing  An  iron  utensil

experiments.  All  lota  were  fed 
the  same  grain  ration  through- 
out the  test.  In  all  three  lots 
tankage  was  added  to  the  meal 
ration  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent 
until  the  pigs  weighed  110 
pounds  and  thereafter  it  was 
supplied  at  the  rale  of  5 per 
cent.  Lot  1 received  no  green 
forage.  Lot  2 was  supplied  with 
green  alfalfa  forage  which  was 
carried  to  the  pen  dally.  Lot  3 
had  access  to  one- third  of  an 
acre  of  a mixture  ol  oat  and  eye 


In  the  days  before  the  war  to 
have  a herb  garden  was  more  of 
a pleasant  hobby  than  a neces- 
sity because  spices  and  season- 
ings could  be  bought  from  the 
grocer  cheaply  and  suitably 
packaged.  But  the  war  has 
changed  the  situation  and  it 
may  now  be  wise  and  thrifty  for 
the  housewife  to  grow  her  own 
seasonings,  says  the  Dominion 
Horticulturist,  Central  Experi- 
mental Farm,  Ottawa.  Our  pio- 
neer grandmothers  grew  several 
of  their  own  herbs.  They  had  to 
do  so  or  go  without  In  those 
days  ships  were  not  bringing 
pepper  from  Java,  cinnamon 
from  Ceylon,  cloves  from  East 
Africa  and  Madagascar,  and 
ginger  from  China  or  Jamaica  or 
West  Africa.  And  now  in  these 
war  days  ships  have  more  Impor- 
tant cargoes  to  carry  than  abun- 
dant quantities  of  spices  and 
seasonings. 

Every  housewife  knows  that 
good  seasoning  is  important  to 
give  foods  the  desired  flavor.  So 
it  would  seem  that  41  would  be 
wise  this  Spring  to  set  aside  a 
corner  of  the  garden  for  growing 
herbs  and  seasoning.  There's  a 
number  of  hardy  herbs  easy  to 
grow.  Some  are  perennials  and, 
once  . started,  will  keep  coming 
year  after  year.  Some  herbs 
such  as  parsley,  chives  and  mar- 
joram. can  be  dug  up  in  the  Fall 
and  grown  Indoors  all  Winter.  A 
space  of  four  by  twelve  feet  or 
at  most  four  by  twenty  will  be 
large  enough  to  grow  all  the  sea- 
sonings for  an  average  size  fam- 
ily and  still  have  Mime  to  spare 
It  is  not  necessary  to  put  in 
many  plants  of  arty  one  kind. 
The  soil  of  the  herb  garden 
should  be  fairly  rich,  well 


spring  lever  and  plants  too  soon. 
There  is  no  harm  in  planting  a 
portion  of  the  garden  very  early, 
but  for  maximum  results  ail 
plantings,  and  this  especially 
applies  to  vegetables,  should  be 
spread  out  This  prolongs  the 
harvesting  season  of  really  fresh 
vegetables,  eases  the  work  of 
cultivation  and  planting,  and 
makes  for  mure  even  results 

In  most  parts  of  the  Dominion 
there  is  still  plenty  ol  time  to 
plant  all  vegetables,  and  or  the 
tender  and  semi-tender  sorts  it 
is  not  advisable  to  consider  the 
main  planting  until  now.

The  pigs  In  lots  1 and  2 were 
confined  to  the  main  piggery  in 
pens  eight  feet  by  nine  feet  in 
size  with  concrete  floor  and  were 
not  allowed  outside  from  the 
time  the  experiment  commenced 
until  the  pigs  were  marketed  As 
a precaution  against  crippling, 
one  tablespoon! ul  of  standard 
pilchard  oil  was  added  to  the 
feed  daily  for  each  inside-led 
hog  until  the  pig  reached  an 
average  weight  of  approximately 
1 10  pounds.  All  lots  were  hand 
fed  twice  dally,  the  feed  mixture 
being  slopped  with  water  just 
before  feeding 

Lot  2.  supplied  with  green  al- 
falfa forage  cut  and  carried  to 
the  pen  dally,  had  the  lowest 
grain  requirement  tor  each  100 
pounds  of  gain  in  weight  and 
hence  the  lowest  cost  of  produc- 
tion. Green  alfalfa  forage  ear- 
ned and  fed  to  the  pigs  of  lot  2 
saved  twenty  live  pounds  of  feed 
every  lime  the  pigs  made  100 
pounds  of  gain  In  weight.  The 
feeding  of  green  alfalfa  forage 
in  tills  experiment  resulted  in 
an  Increase  In  rate  of  gain  of  8 
per  cent. 

Balanced  Ration 

The  result*  of  tins  test  also 
indicate  that  pigs  full  fed  a well- 
balanced  ration  and  pen  fed 
from  an  average  of  forty- three 
pounds  in  weight  until  ready  tor 
market,  require  less  feed  to  make 
100  pound*  gain  than  similar 
pigs  fed  Lhe  same  grain  ration 
when  running  on  pasture.  The 
saving  Hi  feed  amounted  to  ap- 
proximately forty-seven  pounds 
for.  each  luO  pounds  increase  in 
live  weight  of  the  pigs  An  an- 
aivMN  of  the  result*  showed  a 
very  unusual  occurrence  in  that 
the  rate  of  gain  was  the  same 
for  the  inside- fed  lot  fed  no 
giecu  forage  as  in  the  group  of 
pigA  fed  outside  with  access  to 
an  annual  pasture  mixture  of 
oats  and  rye  on  Lhe  same  ration 
less  the  pilchard  oil. 

It  ran  br  concluded  from  the 
result*  of  these  trial*  that  where 
sanitary  feeding  pens  are  avail- 
able and  the  pig*  are  fed  on  a 
grain  ration,  properly  supple- 
mented with  feeds  high  in  pro- 
teins. mineral  substance*  and 
vitamins.  there  is  no  need  for 
pasture  accommodation  for 
glowing  and  finishing  pigs  of 
good  bacon  tyj>e.  However,  for 
growing  young  pigs,  gilts  and 
boars  for  breeding  purposes,  or 
for  carrying  breeding  kiosk, 
hoars  and  sows,  pasture  and 
exercise  are  very  valuable 

The  arrangement  whereby 
grern  forage  is  carried  regularly 
to  pigs  fed  inside  involve*  more 
labor,  but  the  resulting  Increase 
in  rate  of  growth  and  saving  In 
feed  cost  more  than  compensates 
for  the  exfxa  labor  involved 


Field  Weeds  Slow 
Up  Crop  Production 


Siegmund  Maztdl  A-  Son.  writ- 
ing to  The  Seed  Trade  New*, 
Chicago,  report 

"The  moat  surprising  item  re- 
garding the  general  need  situa- 
tion in  Europe  is  that  in  *flit*  of 
two  year*  of  war,  there  I*  no 
serious  shortage  of  any  kind  of 
garden  or  field  seed  In  the  Con- 
Uneht,  except  those  that  were 
Imported  before  the  war  from 
Great  Britain  and  North  Amer- 
ica

"The  situation  was  ^specially 
favorable  on  No.  22  in  seed  peas 
and  partly  so  in  teed  beans. 
Prices  are  several  hundred  per 
cent  higher  than  belore  the  war 
but  any  seedsman  who  bought 
early  could  get  the  whole  range 
and  practically  as  much  as  he 
wished  to  buy  The  most  Im- 
portant sources  were  Hungary, 
French  Morocco.  Holland  and 
Germany,  though,  a*  far  as  we 
know,  the  latter  did  not  export 
at  all  and  used  it*  whole  crop 
Itself. 

"Less  easy  was  to  get  other 
garden  seeds.  Quite  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war  there  was  a 
shortage  in  carrots  and  later  In 
onions  and  leeks.  This  shortage 
lx  due  purtly  to  the  Inclemencies 
of  the  weather,  but  also  to  the 
temptation  to  use  the  stock,  des- 
tined originally  for  seeds,  for 
feeding  purpose-  Tins  was  the 
case  especially  in  France,  but 
seem*  to  have  happened  in  other 
countries,  too. 

Germany  f ail*. 

Germany  is  trying  Ui  reor- 
ganize seed  growing  in  Europe, 
but  this  lx  not  ah  easy  task. 
Farmers  do  not  want  at  all  to 
grow  any  kind  of  agricultural 
produce  which  oaks  for  especial 
care  in  the  form  of  labor  There 
is  a serious  Miorlafe  of  labor 
even  In  North  Africa.  The  lack 
ol  adequate  agricultural  ma- 
chines. chemical  manure,  etc., 
lowers  the  yield  ai-"  seriously 
Consequently  we  believe  that 
next  year  the  »ituaiion  will  be- 
come quite  serious  There  are 
practically  no  re.srrves  and  de- 
mand increased  by  at  least  SO 
per  cent,  aa  everywhere  every- 
body is  trying  to  grow  hi*  own 
vegetables  The  only  exception

general  health.  The  proper 
treatment,  just  as  soon  as  the 
first  danger  shows  or  I*  expect- 
ed, will  win  Lhe  battle.  It  lx 
amazing  the  injury  disease  or 
insect*  can  cause  In  a few  hours 
once  they  are  well  established 

Available  almost  everywhere  Ui 
Canada  are  cheap  and  effective 
commercial  sprays  and  powders 
winch  will  handle  such  peals  as 
fungus,  aphids,  rust,  wilt,  cut- 
worm*. potato  bugs.  etc.  In  .mine 
ca-.es  these  duals  nr  spray*  are 
made  of  a combination  of  mate- 
rial* to  cope  with  a variety  of 
enemies  The  spray*,  of  course, 
should  be  applied  when  the 
plant*  are  dry  and  the  dusts 
stick  better  when  the  plants  are 
slightly  moist  w ith  rain  or  a dew 

Generally  speaking,  all  plant 
enemies  are  divided  into  three 
type*— fungus,  that  mildew  or 
wilt  the  foliage;  sucking  Insects, 
which  produce  the  .-ame  ro.Hulu; 
and  the  eating  kinds,  which  lit- 
erally devour  the  foliage  Burn- 
ing or  drying  spray*  and  dusts 
will  handle  the  first  two.  while 


From  experimental  results,  It 
would  appear  that  10  per  cent  is 
a conservative  estimate  of  the 
reduction  In  crop  yield  due  to 
weeds  in  Eastern  Canada  and 
British  Columbia  Based  on  the 
total  value  of  the  field  crop*  in 
those  areas,  this  represents  an

In  the  Prairie  Province*,  esti- 
mates ol  lhe  actual  reduction  of 
yield  vary  considerably,  but  care- 
ful experimental  work  at  many 
widely  separated  districts  indi- 
cates that  Western  grain  crops 
are  reduced  by  about  20  per  cent 
through  the  competition  of 
weeds  In  the  held  In  other 
words.  Western  farmers  on  the 
average  harvest  three  bushels  of 
wheat  per  acre  |i*<  than  they 
would  if  there  were  no  weeds 
The  yields  of  oilier  grain  crop*

Outrageous  Prices
